NO STAKE RACE ON THE PROGRAM BUT EN- 
TERTAINING RACING IS WITNESSED. 

T. C. McDowell Scores a Double With Plum and 
Queen Errant — Meteorite Gives King Herod 
Weight and a Beating.

Saratoga. N. Y., Aug. 13. — Tlio colors of Tlioniiis 
C. McDowell, the L.<».\liigton turfmen ami breeder 
were much in iirominence this afternoon, repre- 
sentatives from his stable carrying tlieni to victory 
on two occasions and. in eacli instan<s', the calcu- 
lations of the supposed smart set were upset. The 
first victor.v for McDowell came when I’lum. a 
shapely miss, sired by The Manager — .\cnslila, 

showed lier heels, from the start to a liiglily r»‘- 
garded field of two-year-old fillies, tliat included 
<5, D, Widener’s, Jr. Bose D’or and .John Ssinford’s 
Da Russe, The latter was an overwlielming favorite 
and thought l>y most to have the race at her 
mercy, but rium, going in lier best form, raced 
into a decisive lea«l in the first (|u:irter and liad 
speed in reserve at tlie end to outsta,v tlie fast 
<-oming Rose D'Or, !,.)> Russe Is'gan slowly, liiit 

it is uiilikel.v that she would have lieaded the 

McDowell youngster, even had she been away on 
even terms with her, 

yueen Errant was tlie otlier successful MclKiwell 
I'olor iM'arer, Slie was in the Hoosick Falls mile 
handicap that featured a mediocre racing offering 
and won easily from liiia Frank, with Capra in third 
place. The latter was an outstanding favorite. She 
was awa,v well, but Dykes elected to restrain hiT 
and when he did attempt to go into the lead, she 
suffered from reimated interference and finall,v, 
to avoid any uiori" trouble, went to the outside, but 
yiieeii Krriint and Ima Frank had then sei-ured a 
lout: enough lead to prevent their displai-ement, 
I'catun-s were lacking this afteriKHin, the card of 
six races provided for the entertainment of the 
big throng, was minus an,v of the numerous stars 
at this track. The card on the whole was well 
arranged and gisid sisirt resulted with the running 
of each race. The steeplechase over the two mile 
course was idosidy run, with .\rchdale outstaying 
The Brisik in the final drive, with New Haven in 
third place. All the starters excepting Saadi, which 
refused over the last .two jumps, fenced faultlessly 
and ran closely grouissl for most of the way.

Sam 
JIcMeekln h<>gan with the others tixla.v, followed 
the leaders closel.v and, when Butwell called on 
him ill the stretch, dn*w away decisivel.v. 

The concluding rais- furnished tlie biggest upset 
nf the afternoon b.v the victor.v of Gifford A. t'och 
rail’s Nepis-rhan over .liisiiii’ an Bout. The last 
named appeared a certain winner on the stretch 
turn, but succiimlM'd when challenged, despite 
jocke.v Isiftlis’ energetii- efforts. The D. S. Thomp- 
son representative, Didiadon, brother to Ueochares, 
was the one in most demand for the race, but hi 
acted badly at the barrier, with the result that 
he was awa.v slowl.v and was not good enough to 
I'lose the immense gap that separated him from 
the leaders.

inept. 

Word was n>ceived this morning that Coley 
Thompson, who rei-ently departed from here for 
his home in Nashville, had tiled yesterday, t^ile.v 
Thompson at one time was a well-known Jockey 
and piloted numeruiis winners on Kentucky tracks 
Of late years he had been employed by several 
well-known layers as a docker.

SOME POINTS IN THE REMARKABLE CAREER OF THE CHAMPION 
“COME BACK” OF AMERICAN TURF HISTORY 



Undoubtedly one of the greatest racers of recent 1 
. ears was retired premat iirel.v from the campaigii 
of 1!I14 when Old Rosebud fell lame while leading in 
the Withers Stakes at Belmont Park and appar- 
iitly destined to prove an eas.v winner. His career 
K a two-year-old had been one of extnmie bril- 
liancy and up to that unfortunate day his racing as 
a three-year-old had been np to the same almost 
iiviiicible standard. Had he jemained sound and 
in good form there is no telling what great things 
he would have accomplished in rainng and it seems 
fair to surmise that in that case he would have 
been tlie champion three-year -old of 1914 instead of 
Roamer. , 

In his remarkable carei-r when a two-year-old. 
he was but twice lieaten in fourteen rais-s, o|ice b.v 
I head and once b.v a length and both times b.v ids 
near relative in blood, little Nephew. Juarez has 
Ix'en lucky in launching some exceedingly gisid two- 
.vear-olds in triiimphaiit careers and Old Rosebud 
was one of them, along with such other stars of 
heir years as Hawthorn and Round the World. Old 
Rosebud only started twice at Juarez. His initial 
race was in the Yucatan Stakes, run Februar.v 9, 
1913. over a heavy trai-k at three and a half fur 
longs. This he won b.v six lengths in .43, with 
Itlarne.v sei-ond and Manganese thiril, the favorite, 
Manson, finishing last of the six startei’s. His next 
race there took place March ~i in a half mile dash, 
for a purse. This he won pulled np b.v five lengths 
in 47, with Shadrach second and Gladys Y. third. 
He had displayed siiih altogether exceptional sia-cd 
in these two races that the Juarez pilgrims, who 
journey back to Kentucky, tiaik with them the Isdief 
and widely priH'lniiiied iiiforniation that lie was iiiiite 
an invincible. 

riiis was not far out of the wa.v, but the con- 
fidence of his admirers was riididy jarred on the 
iM'casion of his first race on Kentiick.v soil. This 
was in the Idle Hour Stakes, at Is'xington, Ma.v’l. 
He was a 1 to 2 favorite, but at the end of a fast 
run race. Little Ne|ihew won b.v a head, mainly be- 
aiise laiftiis was a ta'tier rider than McCabe In 
a close finish. The four and a half furlongs of the 
race was covered in ri3Vfi and third horse was six 
lengths back. His next start was for a purse over 
the same distance, at (’hnrchill Downs, Ma.v 17. 
The track was heav.v, but he ran’ the distance in ."i4 
and defeated Roamer by six lengths, with Brave 
Ciinarder a bad third. Two atuys later euuie the 
rnnniiig of the Bashford Manor Stakes and here 
he again clashed with I.ittle Nephew and again 
went down in defeat. He went to the isist an 
odds-on favorite at 11 to 2(1, hut. Little Nephew 
led every foot of the way and won b.v a length in .">3, 
covering the first half mile in 46%. Little Nephew 
was a nailing good racer, but Old Rosebud was his 
master and proved it unmistakably later on in 
three really astonishing races at five-eighths of a 
mile each. Prior to their coming, on,, however, he 
hail won two races in which Little .Nephew was not 
iigaged. In fact, it might Ih‘ said that after the 
running of the Bashford Manor Stakes, he never 
knew defeat in 1913. .\t Churchill Downs May 23, 

he won a purse at the same distance over a heavy 
track in 54%, defeating The Norman by ten 
lengths, with llarwoisl third and four nnidaced. 
On a fast track, .May 26, at Douglas Park, he ran 
five-eighths of a mile in the new track record 
time of 1 :<KI% and won from Vandergrift by six, 
lengths, with Black Toney third. Then followed 
three races, in each of which he deefated Little 
.Nephew, all taking place at Douglas Park. 

Old Rosebud’s Three Remarkably Fast Races. 

I'he first of these occurred May 31. Onl.v tliree 
started, all carrying 112 iMiunds, and the distance 
was five- eighths of a mile. The fact that Little 
Nephew hail t«*ateii Ohl Rosebud twice served to 
make him the favorite at 7 to .5, while it vvas 22 to 
10 against Old Rosebud and 41 to 20 against Im- 
perator. 'I’akiiig the lead at once. Little Nephew 
ran the first iiiiartcr in 22%, and the half mile in 
46%, but ill the homestretch Old Rosebud rushed 
b.v him with an irresistible burst o^f speeil and won 
piiHiiig up b.v four lengths in the ’remarkable time 
of .56%,. Little Nephew finished a length and a 
half in front of Imm-nitor. The second clash of this 
series took place June 4 at the same distance. Old 
Rosebud carrying 115 laiiinds. Little Nephew IIH 
and the other starters 100 each. As before. Little 
.Nephew led to the stretch at a wonderful rate of 
s|M*ed and, as Ix’fore, Old Rosebud passed him in 
stretch and won by a length in the still faster time 
of .56%, Roamer finishing eight lengths iH-hind 
Little Nephew. 'I'liis time Old Rosebud was the 
favorite at 45 to 100. June 7 brought alKiiit the first 
riinniiig of the Spring Trial Stakes, again at the 
same distance.. On this- occ.-talon wailtlng tactics 
were abandoned and. going to tin* front at once. Old 
Rosebud ran the first ouartcr in ;23, half mile in 
:46%, and swept home vn*tor by two lengths in 
56%’. Little Nephew was always in nearest and 
gallant pursuit and at the finish was ten lengths in 
front of ImiK'rator, Bmits and Saddle and Vaiider- 
grift running unplaced. It is not of record that any 
other horse has ever run three successive rai-es in 
such exceedingly fast time. Old Rosebud’s other 
rais-s of the year were all stake races and he won 
tlieni all with the same superb ease. 

He won the Harold Stakes, at Latonia, June 16, 
and, only liaving Big Spirit and O’Hagaii for opiai- 
nents, was never out of a canter to win by five 
lengths. July 5 he won the Cincinnati Trophy and. 
carrving 124 pounds, ran its three-nuarters of a 
mile' in 1:12%, to win pulled up by six lengths, 
with Pebeco second and O’Uagan third. Taken to

Saratoga, he won the Flash Stakes on .\ugiist 2 and, 
having up 124 pounds, easily defeated Stromlsili. 
112 iKiiiiids; Black BriMim. 109; Prairie 112; Flitter- 
gold. 115. and Bradlc.v’s Choice. 109. August 13 he 
i-arried 125 piiiiiids in the United .States Hotel Stakes 
and won pulling iiii b.v three lengths in 1:13%. Black 
Broom, 107 iMiiinds, was zecond; I’omette Bleu, 111. 
third, and Gainer, Cliff Field and King McDowell 
run unplaced. Then having completed a glorious 
<•anlpaign. he was retired for the yrair. 

He wintered in robust health and condition and 
came out in due time for siiring training a truly 
grand young horse. .Preliminary to and as a part of 
his preparation for the Kentucky Derby, he was 
given a purse race of a mile at Is'xiiigtoii, April 
25. and won it b.v six lengths in a canter over a 
slow triK'k in 1 :4’2. with Christophiiie second and 
Tvaii Gardner third. Surprising and Black Toney 
being among those iinpl.iced. 'I'liis race n'vealed 
that he was fpiite his old self plus normal iniprove- 
mciit. so when on Ma.v 9 Kentiick.v Ib-rby day ar- 
riveil. his arra.v of admirers made him an odds-on 
favorite in the mutucis at .65 to 1(KI. with Hodge 
second choice. 'I’lie starters, weights and order of 
the finish wi'rc; Old Rosebud. Ibslge and Old Ben. 
114 iioiiiids each. P.roiizewing. .lohii Guild and Sur- 
prising, 117 each, and Watermelon. 11‘2. It is sel- 
dom that such an important race is so easily won 
as was the Kentucky Derby that day. Taking the 
lead at once. Old Rosebud ran th»“ first i|iiarter in 
23%, half mile in :47%, thri-e ipiarters in 1:13, 
mile in 1:36%, and won pulling up by eight Icngtiis 
in 2:03%. a new track re<-ord for a mile and a 
<|iiartcr. Then he was taken east and his career cut 
sliort b.v falling lame in his first start. 

His coming back to racing this year a sound 
horse, after two years of retirement, is one of the 
marvels of racing. It is doubtful if his case has 
a parallel. Moreover, it is quite ns remarkable 
that his eiiormoiis speed in unimpaired. I'p to this 
time, there is nothing to indicate that this splendid 
old gelding is not all that nature meant liim to Im', 
as an example of tlie most aiimiralile qualities of 
the race horse. He has started in tweiit.v races 
and won fourteen of them, his spoils including 
such i-oveted trophies of the turf as the Delaware 
Handicap. Fronth-r Handicap. Red Gross Handicap, 
Garter Handicap, (jiicens 4’oiinty Handk’ap, In- 
augural Handicap and Glark Handicap, in one or 
another of which he has defeated all the handi- 
i-ap stars of the day and won over !f30,(MK), lH*sides 
making himself tlie turf idol of toda.v. 

The interesting point in his restoration to racing 
is that Dame Nature effecti-d his cure, when tlie 
arts of man had failed to ts-nefit him. His able 
trainer, Frank D. Weir, made this clear in a 
ri'cent conimunicatioii to Daily Racing Form, which 
is reprisliiced here, for the lesson it conveys: 

Goes Lame for Third Time at Juarez. 

“It was in the winter of 1915 at Juarez, tliat Old 
Rosebud went lame for the third time, after eigli- 
teen months of piTsistent effort on the part of 
1 ni.vself and the liest advi<-e of veterinarians east 
and west. We had tried firing, blistering ftiid 
rest. 'I’he summer of 1915 1 left my foreman, 11. 
(’. Mclaiiighlin (Is-ttcr known as Mack) at Latonia 
to exercise Old Rosebud to a carl, so as to keep the 
weight off his iiijurvd leg. but nature had to effect 
the cure and would not 1 k‘ hurried. So 1 decided 
to give nature her own time if it took two years. 

“Mr. .Mcliemore’s farm pn-sented the jinqier coii- 
dilioiis to assist nature, or rather get as close to 
nature as jHissible. .Mr. .\pplegate and .Mr. .McL«-- 
inore endorsed by theory of keeping the horse tliiii, 
so he would not Ik- Imrdened with a couple of 
hundred isuinds of siiis-rfloiis flesh when his legs 
had healed and hardened sufficiently to warrant 
his again being put in training. 

“Mr. McLeniore, always a great admirer of Old 
Rosebud, said we were welcome to turn tin- horse 
out at his place for as long as suiti-d us, free of 
i-harge. but that he was afraid the horse might Ik- 
injured, on account of barbed wire fences. But 
when he informed us he had a small, pasture with 
smooth wire, where the horse could get aci-iistomed 
to wire fencing without the chance of getting cut, 
.Mr. Applegate and I decided to take the risk to 
obtain the other advantages presented. Knowing the 
intelligence of Old Rosebud, we felt spre if he had 
some exiH-rience with wire fences he would soon 
learn to avoid them. Mr. MclK-more’s |>recaiition 
was a wise one. for as soon as “Bud” was turned 
loose, he started to run and play, but soon landed 
against the smooth wire fence, which reliouuded like 
the big net seen at a circus ami tossed him back 
on his own side. Mr. .Mcls-more said the old fellow 
got np, took a good look, sniffed at the jiosts and 
wire and that, was the first and last wire fence he 
i-ollided with. 

“.\s stated above, it was my intention to leave 
Old Rosebud out two years if neces.sarv. But .Mr 
McIiCmore, who watched the old fellow closely 
was so iiositive he would train, that after alHiiit one 
year on the farm, he n-turned my old favorite to 
me, as we had planned to have him, rough liHikiiig, 
blit with legs as hard and i-isil and so they have n- 
mained. And .Mr. McLeniore did all this’gratis for 
the love of a great horse.

War Conditions and Action of Saratoga Property 
Owners and Hotel Keepers in Advancing Rates 
for Accommodations Keep Many Away.

Saratoga, N*. Y., August 13. — With the meeting of 
the Saratoga .\ssociation for the Improvement of 
the Breed of Horses one-third over, conditions nt- 
tendant iqKiii the conduct of the siKirt jiistif.v the 
declaration that the season is successful to a degree 
fiill.v commensurate witli the expectation of the 
management. While it is quite true that some wlio 
have bci-n wont to patronize Saratoga racing 
year after year, are absent this season for a 
variet.v of reasons, the i-liief of which ma.v lie as- 
scribed to war conditions, the attendance at the 
track has been running to *iatisfactory figures and 
the purveyors of odds remirt that spi-ciilation. which 
was light at tin- outset of the meeting, has iM-eii 
Icadil.v increasing in volume of late. It may Is- 
mentioned in passing that a resentment of tlie action 
of local projM-rt.v owners and hotel keciM-rs in sharp- 
l.v .-iilvancing the rates for accommodations this year 
iH-cause it seemed likel.v that thc-re would lie an 
uii|irecedente<l ilcmand fur them has likewise phi.ved 
an important part in kec|iiiig awa.v a good nian.v 
who otherwise would Is- here. 'Flie townsis-ople 
prepared for an influx of unparalleled priqKirtioiis 
this .vear aud one result of the mistaken policy 
of exorbitant charges to which many of them com- 
mitted tliemselves is that there are still an.v num- 
ber of houses and riMinis to let all over tlie village. 

Old Rosebud’s complete “comeback” to his best 
form after an absence of several years from racing 
is and will continue to Ik- one of the most marvelous 
liappi-iiings of the year in racing. It has lieen 

IKiiiited <mt that it often ha|ixH-ns {hat a giHsl horse 
is brought back to the races after suffering a 
breakdown, but that generall.v he fails to show the 
same good form that he did iH-forc his retiremeut. 
Old Rosebud has come back ever.v wdiit as good ns 
ever and has clearl.v earned the title to the cliani- 
Iiionshi|i honors of 1917. 

Cure Likely to Be a Permanent One. 

A case paralleling that of Old RoSebud cannot 
Ik- recalled by the oldest turfmen. His complete 
recover.v fnmi his breakdown is ascritK-d to the 
only thing tliat could isissibly bring it about — un- 
liniit(-<l time. When he was turned out trainer Frank 
U. Weir determined that he should have all the 
time needed for nature to work its cure. Gsiiall.y 
trainers who nave a giKsi horse turned out under 
similur conditions are unwilling to wait as long as 
they should and the.v do not get the ilesired re- 
sults. It seems likel.v that Old Rosebud’s cim- is 
a permanent one. 'I’he leg that gave the trouble 
Is now seemingly as giswl as the others. 

'rrainer Weir is pursuing a studied policy of rac- 
ing Old Rosi-biid light in flesh so as to niininiize 
the d:iiigcr of a recurrence of the trouble. 'I’liat 
is why some have ground for being critical of Old 
Rosebud’s jiresent appearance. It has b»*eii Mr. 
Weir’s task to build up the gelding’s niiisciilar 
development while keeping his weight down at the 
same time, aud that he is succeeding admirably 
giMMi, judges concede. 

Ill High Gost. which has won six of his seven 
starts of the season. Ray O. Egan has a two-year- 
old that is evidentl.v far above the ordinar.v. .Mr. 
Egan, a Galiforniaii who tmik over the breeding 
slock of the late Harr.v Stover iqioii that turfman’s 
death, has refused an offer of IflO.(MK) for the colt, 
made b.v Schu.vler L. I’arsons. Stover bred Mitb-ii, 
till- dam of liigli Gost, and she is now in Mr. 
Egan’s iHissession. .Mitten is now nineti-eii years 
old. She has imidiiced Sevenfiill. Gojipertown. R. 
A. McGurdy, Envy, King Worth, Pay Streak, High 
Gost and one colt that died Is-fore reaching racing 
age. , CopiK-rtown being jKissibly the iK-st of her 
produce until High Gost came along. Kenilworth 
which raced so well in the Stover colors, was Mit- 
ten’s mate each ,vear until his recent death. 'I'lien 
Mitten was sent to Edward Gebrian’s Gastleton 
bred stallion Von 'Tronip and High Gost is the get 
of that mating. 'I’liroiigh a misunderstanding Mitten 
was not bred last year and therefore she has no 
foal this year. laist spring she was mated with 
George W. Wingfield’s highly regarded English 
stallion Honeywood, which is standing at Reno, 
^’evada. 

W. A. Biirttschell is here, but without any horses. 
.\t the i-lose of the Gnnadian racing seiuson lie 
ship|H‘d Fruit Gake and the other horses he trains 
to the Gentlemen’s Driving I’ark at Baltimore to 
l«> freshened up for the o|M-ning of fall racing on 
the Maryland ciri-uit. Ills horses had b<-en cam- 
paigned so strenuously that he concluded they ab- 
solutely needed a rest.

Then we 
shall have a bungalow constructed, which will serve 
as a reading roimi and library for the c-onvenience 
of our customers and our friends from the news- 
paiiers. Here will lie found the stud laioks and 
other books of reference, iK-sides other paiK-rs which 
devote esiiecial attention to turf affairs. This will 
Ik- a place where a man may sit .down to read for 
an hour or so when he has time, or write letters, 
etc., as he sees fit. We are no longer feeling of 
our wa.v in this venture, and now we shall go ahead 
and have just such a place as we want for next 
season.”

Koderate Lot of Jockeys and Change of Track Con- 
ditions Brings About Many Upsets.

Siinitoga, X. Y., August 1.3. — One hoars a good 
deal of grumbling and growling oominont on some 
of tlH> races tlmt ve iH'on run here during tlie past 
^w ei'k. in some cases inconsistency was pronounced 
^jBinii in others the mucli exiM>ct(‘d did not hap]K‘ii, 
f^Ktiid when such tilings are in tlie atmosidiere ad- 
verse comment spreads «iuicker tlian sniall|K>x. 
There also luis la-en unfavorable criticism on what 
some folk term “boat races,” referring principally 
to the performances of Aldebaran and (Jipsey 
tJeorge. Itoth iinished second, lH‘ing beaten by 
horses which were least exp«‘cted to do so, and also 
alsiut races in whicli horses that have sliowu good 
recent form ran much Isdow their standard, tliese 
remarks applying to Sasin, (Uieer Leader and Lady 
Alell. 

Inconsistency can be expected at Saratoga, owing 
to a moderate grade of riders, with tlie exception of 
one or two, combined witli cliunges in the condition 
vf tile track and the incidents tliat can happen in 
races as well as probably a bit of manipulation 
here and tliere, tlirougli liorses not being proi)erly 
keyed up to every race tliey run. 

On tlie lawn and in the clubhouse much resiiect 
is being paid to horses that have gisHl tinancial sup- 
jsirt from the fountain head. In the stakes one can 
bsik for form to be lived np to, but in the cheaiM-r 
races, where big fields, invariably contest, one is 
fortunate to locate a winner, though it must be 
admitted that horses, which are well backed usually 
Iluish in the first four, unless an accident interferes. 

Many Good Things Go Wrong. 

<!oo<l things are lH‘ing spread around in maiden 
races in the younger divisions, and many have gone 
wrong. One race in particular can l>e cited, which 
was won by SycanuKir last Thursday. In that race 
trainer \V. Karrick sent El Plaudit to the post, 
traiied^ b.v the general press notices that he could 
beat Smoky Lamp in his work. On this recom- 
mendation friends of the Karrick stable simply 
shoveled in money to the odds layers. Shortly 
afterwards came tlie Marconi from the paddo<'k that 
Approval could outwork Sortie and all other gooil 
ones in tlie Schwartz stable. Itoth of these asser- 
tions are, m, doubt, true, but the ra<-e was won by 
Sycanioor, just* the same as form indicated, with 
the exceedingly well-backed Arrah (!o On running 
second. The latter was one of Max llirsch’s go<id 
things that he puts over once in a while. As for 
El Plaudit there is no doubt Oiat he is a fine <silt. 
It was his first time out and he ran somewhat 
green as well as imsTing with a bit of bad luck 
at the three-eighths faist. iH-ing jiinned to the rail. 
He closed u|i at the finish, but it was too late to 
1 h‘ of service to his supporters. 

.\pproval ran a disappointing race. He was out- 
run by SyeamiMir all the wa.v. The Sidiwartz broth- 
ers felt the colt’s defeat more keenly than anyone 
else, as They ladieved him good enough to recom- 
mend to their closest friends as a sjieculative iirop- 
osition. 

Mr. Schwartz said after the race: “I would 

rather have lost ten times the amount I did than 
see my friends lose. It was a disaiipointing race 
to me, as the horse appeared to be much better than 
the average.” 

The racing was of an unsettled nature for the 
first seven days of the meeting, but will, no doubt, 
settle down as the meeting progresses.

Molly IK-sinond, Elisalexi, (Catherine Swynford and 
yiieen d’Or, and while all but Elisalexi and (’ather- 
ine Swynford of these havtf now disapiM'anal, the de- 
fections ,'ire fully etpialized b.v the substitution of 
Sunn.V Jane, Nonpareil, Orizzel Grim and Hanip- 
shir*- Lily in the plaee of the remainder. There is 
thus every prosiwct that in the final classic of the 
racing season the gentler sex will lie as strongly 
represented as it usually is during what is generally 
regarded as the mare’s month. 

Turning to the colts engaged in the Septemla-r 
Stakes we find practically a rejietition of the 
Ib-rby list, thongli the names of Athdara and Argo- 
K.v are missing, 'riiere are, however, newcomers in 
the form of Helford. Sumnioner, Uoclictto, Uridge 
of Marne. Brigand. Dresden, Cairngill:in. Kilbay. 
and Ho-Tei — and if none of these suggests serious 
danger so long as all goes well with the cracks, 
it is never safe to prophes.v on tliesi- lines.

“Any one who does not think the wearing of 
blinkers makes a diffcieiice in the disposition and 
running of a race horse, should have been at 
Gravesend on June (5, 1904,” says a writer for a 
New York evening paiR-r. “If ever the blinker 
question was thoroughly settled it was upon that 
day. The race in question caused much criticism, 
ror the public had ts>en ’hornswoggled,’ as it were, 
either through the lax methods of some of the 
Jockey ('lub officials or the presumption of the 
starter. There always was a mystery aliout the race 
and upon whom to lay the blame for the trouble. 

“I’nniasked was a horse which had been educat'd 
to wear blinkers while racing. He needed tliein so 
badly that it was an old saying among the stable 
help that he would not walk around liis stall in 
the morning without the blinkers, or rouge’s badge, 
as the blinkers are sometimes termed. He was a 
horse with an extremely bad temper when in tlie 
hands of the starter — one of those excitable crea- 
tures, which knew when he was to race just as well 
as did his trainer. From the <|uiet, docile and sleepy 
atiimal in his stall when not wearing blinkers, he 
would become a rabid, high-strung race horse when 
lM?ing led from the paddock to the starting jiost, 
and while cavorting for a start, was a difficult horse 
to manage. He was a veritable Dr. Jeykil and Mr. 
Hyde. 

“tin this day Unmasked was in a three-<iuarter of 
a mile rac-e in a field of twelve and such a one- 
sided contest did it look that the bookmakers of- 
fered only even money against his chaiicc-s of vic- 
tory. It was a fair offering, as Unmasked had 
shown publicly that he possessed quite some class, 
while the others in the race were but fair selling 
platers. 

"Naturally the public and expert form students 
had long decided that Unmasked was a sure winner, 
barring accident, and had invested their money 
accordingl.y. ’fhe betting had gone on for alKiut 
twenty minutes, or nearing the post time, when 
there was a rumor going the rounds of the pad- 
dock that Unmasked would not be jieriiiitted to wear 
blinkers. No one seemed jiositive wiio had issued 
the orders or where they had originated. Some as- 
serted that the starter F'itz Gerald, had declared 
himself to the stewards that he would not start 
the horse unless the blinkers were removed, as his 
actions at the post were not only dangerous to other 
horses, but might delay the start. According to 
rumor Fitz Gerald asserted himself in no mild way 
that the hlinkers would have to come off Un- 
masked or orders given to scratch him from the 
rac<'. 

Unmasked Sent to Post Without Blinkers. 

“Ill those days the racing associations did not 
recognize betting and to scratch a imblic favorite 
at iHist time was out of the ipiestion. Anyhow, 
Fitz Gerald’s persuasive laiwers dominated ami Un- 
masked was sent to the |Mist minus blinkers. There 
was not a Iiorsenian at tlie track but knew the 
horse would not run truly without his regulation 
eiiuipnient and siain there was a rush to the bet- 
ting ring to cancel wagers made on him. Some of 
the. bookmakers a<;ceded to the wishes of their 
friends, but the public generally, who had bet on 
Unmasked, had to stand by and accept the ine- 
vitable. 

“The rumor traveled so quickly that the ‘market’ 
was in a turmoil in short order. With the liliiikers 
off of Unmasked it put a different complexion on tiie 
race and made the result a trifle more uncertain— 
that is. uncertain excepting in the eyes of one 
slm*w little idiiiiger named ‘Joe’ Yeager, wlio 
had a filly in the race named Mimosa. Mimosa 
was second favorite for tlie race at to 1, and 
Yeager had already gone the rounds of the ring 
iK'tting on her for place and slmw. knowing she 
could not lieat Unmasked under ordinary conditions. 

“No siMiner was he informed that Unmasked would 
lie sent to the post without blinkers than he jiicked 
up hU field glasses and fan to the lawn. He wanted 
to assure himself that the rumor was correct by 
looking at tlie horse and his ispiiiimeiit. Cominced 
that it was true, he rushed back to the ring, and 
seating himself on his high stool, being on the line 
of iHHikmakers that day. plastered (i to T> on his 
slate against the horse for se<'ond and third. 

“Not only did he accept all lK*ts that came along 
on Unmasked, but he sent his commissioners around 
betting all the money they could get down on Mi- 
mosa to win at odds of 5 to 1. In fact, his orders 
were to bet at any price, and the volume tif money 
he wagered soon kma-ked the price down to 11 to 
,V committee of liookniakers, who were ‘in b,ad,’ 
tried to persuade John ('avnnagh, wlio had charge 
of the lietting ring, to order all ts-ts called off, but 
('avanagh, with his customary good judgment, would 
not consent, as it wouhl la' a had precedent. 

“Never before or since was there such a hue and 
cry against tlie nicing managers for permitting such 
a ch.inge in the equipment on a horse. Threats were 
made not to pay their losses by both iilayers and 
bookmakers in their efforts to have wagers declared 
off, but they were of no avail, and in the midst of 
the excitement the race was staited. All eyes were 
then turned to the horses, bettors hoping for tlie 
best. 

Old Rogue Would Not Extend Himself, 

“As anticipated, UiiniaskiMl would not extend 
himself. “Willie” Shaw, who was riding him, 
urged him with hand and heel, but the old rogue 
would hardly get out of an ordinary exercise gal- 
lop. Back in the ruck he stayed, falling farther 
and farther to the rear as the race proceeded. Final- 
ly Shaw picked iqi his whip and brought it down on 
the flanks of Unmasked. For a moment the horse 
was startled and he condescended to step along, 
but it was only a momeiitary action. He again 
became a laggard. 

“All this time Mimosa and Emergency had taken 
command, the two running like a team for half a 
mile, when Emergenc.v weakened, leaving Mimosa 
with a good lead. “.loe” Yeager watched Mimosa 
intently. Her victory meant ^(iO.OOO to him. Hilde- 
brand, who rode Yeager’s fill.v, held the race safely 
as soon as the horses were straighteneil out in the 
stretch, though a horse named Young Henry threat- 
ened to put up an argument. Young Henry had come 
from a long way liehind the others and the 
■ effort had told on bis speed at the finish, and the 
iM'st he could do was to chase Mimosa home, a 
coiqile of lengths in the wake of Yeager’s filly. 

“Unmasked, as exia-cted. struggled home with" the 
tail-enders. Shaw humanely hand-rude him at tlie 
finish, knowing that he was a defeated horse and 
that “someone had blundered.” He knew the horse 
did not deserve the wliip, but someone did for caus- 
ing tile radical cliange in tsiuipnient to be made. 

“Naturally, there was one man who smiled. It 
was Joe Yeager. He had profited by tlie blunder 
of someone, and to such an extent that a shawl 
strap would hardly have buckled around the money 
he won on the race. 'There are many horses to 
which blinkers make only a slight difference, while 
others are iironouiH'ed in their desin-s. Unniaskeil 
was one of the latter class. Had the public been 
infonned of the change through an official source, 
and early enough not to affect the lietting, there 
could have been no complaint, but to order blinkers 
off Unmasked at the last moment and without 
warning was suicidal. A like oi'currence has not 
since been recorded, nor is one probable, for the 
supreme court of officials had much to say to the 
acting officials for their unwarranted action.”

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



Provost Marshal Crowder has issued regulations 
under which men of the new national army will 
be called to the cadors beginning on September 1. 
TIh' regulations map out the whole program to be 
followed until every s<ddier of the selective draft 
army has been accepted by the adjutant genenil of 
the training cantonment to which he is assigned. 
Two hundred thousand of the first H87,00() men wilt 
be called up to September 1 and forw.arded to the 
camps selected for them by Septimiber 5. The 
whole business of assembling the h‘vies at en- 
training itoints, provi<ling them with shelter, food 
and transiM»rtation and giving them their a<‘tual 
Induction into military life is intrusted to the civil- 
ian local boards which are selecting them for ser- 
vi<‘e. With the issuance of tla* regulations covering 
the calling of the new national army recruits and 
their transfer from private life. General Crowder 
took a hard swing at men who would dodge war by 
t'laiming "deiiendents.” He telegraphed the gover- 
nors of all states tonight directing that local boards 
“reduce discharges for dependency to a far more 
restricted class and to very necessitchis and clearly 
defined circumstiinces. This step of the Prr>vost 
Marshal came about through reimrts that in some 
districts as high as 80 per cent of the registrants 
claim discharge on the ground of dependent kin. 

,\ndrew Bonar Law, the government spokesman in 
the house of commons, told the memt>ers of the 
lower house .vesterda.v that the government had de- 
cided that iiermission to atteml the international so- 
cialist conference at Stockholm would not t>e granted 
to British delegates. Mr. Law said: “The law 

otfi«-es of the crown have advised the government 
th.-it it is not legal for any persons resident of his 
majesty’s dominions to engage in a conference with 
enemy subjects. ’riiereforx'. permission to attend 
the Stockludm conference will not l)e granted. The 
same decision has l>een made by the governments 
of the I’nited States, France and Italy, with which 
his majesty’s government has been in communica- 
tion.” 

September 1, the day on which the first quota 
of tlie national army is called into si'rvice, should 
lie marked by patriotic observance, says Provost 
Marshal General Crowder in a statement to the 
American iieiqile; tin SeptemlMir 1, he said, the 
first quot.i wilt be called into service. These men 
are going forth to fight for their country. Each 
community from wliicli they volunteer should show 
in a fitting manner its appreciation of tlieir patri- 
otic service and sacrifices. I suggest patriotic oh- 
servances-mark the day. I ask tliat the saloons be 
closed. And will the fellow citizens of the volun- 
teers go with them to the stations to wish them 
G(h 1 s|a*ed. 

From Ottawa comes word that Canada has plnct'd 
restrictions on the use of wheat in the manufac- 
ture of alcohol. The message reads: Definite regu- 
lations prohibiting the use of wheat in the distil- 
lation or manufacture of alcohol have been pro- 
mulgated by ortler in council at the instance of the 
f<K>d contndler. The serving of beef and bacon is 
proliibited on Tuesdays and Fridays and at more 
than one meal on any other day. Substitutes such 
as corn bread, oat cakes and potatoes must be 
pnivided at every meal at which white bread is 
served. 

Possibility of imisirtant government contracts 
being imjMMled seriously by labor disputes virtu- 
ally eliminated by tlie creation of a special com- 
mission witli extraordinary imwers to settle in- 
dustrial troubles, 'riie council of national defense, 
which recommended the board, will award contracts 
only to those who sliall abide by the decisions of 
the lioard and reiiuiri' pledges of their emidoyes to 
do so. MenilK'rs of the lioard will soon be sidected. 
There are to be nine of them, three represi-nting 
the government, three employers and three lalHir. 

The semiofficial NorddeiitsclM- Allgemcine Zeitung 
denies the existence of the telegram alleged by 
James W. tJerard, the former American ambassador 
at Berlin, to have lM*en sent by EmiH*ror William 
to President Wilson in August,. 1914, when the 
German emperor is quoted as having asserted that 
Belgium’s neutrality “hail to be violated by Ger- 
many oil strategical grounds.” 

Through the courtesy of the war and foreign 
offices, a staff corres|M)iident of the Associated Press 
has ts'eii iwrmittcd to visit the American trimps at 
their billets in England. 'rhey were found en- 
camiied in a valley in which white tents extended 
as far as the eye could see, with British officers 
and squads of iioucom missioned officers intensively 
training them. 

The situation in Palestine this summer is the 
most serious since tiie war began. A scheme for the 
looting of Jerusalem is already tadiig executed and 
throughout the countryside the 'furk has embarked 
on a calculated ladicy of plundering and killing 
the native inhabitants, so that if they are forced to 
vacate the country they will leave behind tiiem a 
desert. 

'rwenty-tliree persons, including nine women and 
six children^ were killed and fifty persons were in- 
jured at Soutlila-nd, in Essex, forty miles east of 
London, by bombs dropped from German raiders 
Sunday, saj’s an official statement. Gonsiderable 
damage to property was caused by the nearly forty 
bombs dropiied iqion the town. 

'file government will take over this year’s entire 
wheat croi), if necessary, in order to conserve the 
Bupply for America’s fighting forces and the allies 
and reduce <-osts to consumers of tliis country, ac- 
cording to an announcement of Herbert Hisiver re- 
garding the iHjlicies of the fodd administration of 
w’heat, flour and bread. 

■ Approximately 22,000 Chicagoans in the National 
army will go into service h.v Septi*mlH*r :40, accord- 
ing to an announcement made in Washington yes- 
terday by Provost Marshal General Crowder. Thirty 
per cent of the whole army will entrain for camp 
Beptemlx'r 5, 30 per cent September 15, and 30 iier 
cent. September 30. 

Five American passengers were lost when the 
British steamer City of Athens struck a mine and 
went down near Caiie 'rown. South Africa, on Aug. 
10, according to today’s state department dispatches 
Ten other passengers and four of the crew also 
were lost, the dispatches say. 

A Japanese mission to the Cnited States arrived 
here toda.v. It was headed by Viscount K. Ishii, 
ambassador extraordinary and plentipotentiary, and 
was received by a State Department staff headed 
by Breckinridge Ixmg. third assistant secretary of 
state and by city officials. 

About .50,000 pounds of cigar tobacco will b»‘ 
raiseil this j-ear in Hawaii. After several years of 
failure improved metluKis of curing and packing 
were introduced, and at present a successful future 
for Hawaiian tobacco is pri'dicted. 

Sinking of the American steamer Canipana, a 
Standard Oil tanker, with the iirobable capture of 
her captain and four memliers of the naval guard 
by the attacking German submarine, has been an- 
nounced by the Navy department. 

Since the beginning of the war Japan’s production 
of opium has increased as a result of the reduced 
imiiorts of chemicals and medicines. The output 
last year showed a gain of 2,535 pounds over tliat 
^ of the previous year. 

Orders were issued this afternoon by Harry Hoff- 
man, county marshal, that the 600 strike breakers 
held at Selsa, Mo., must be moved o)it of Jackson 
County, which includes Kansas City, within the next 
twenty- four hours. 

American rubber products have made large sales 
in Australia since the outbreak of the war, $2,314- 
935 worth of these commodities being imixirted 
from the United States in the year ended June 30, 
1916.
